THE STINSMAN MUR DER CASE.

He In Convioted of Murder In the Second De-
ece—He In Nentenced to nn Imprisenment of
welve Years.

Court of Oyer and Terminer—Judges Allison and
Feirce,

This momlns the trial of George W. Btinsman for
the murder of John Foree, Jr., was resamed. The
only evidence in the cause was that given by the
Commonwealth, and consisted principally of the
dying declarations of the deceased and the state-
ment of an eye-withess to the occurrence, and the
facis as proved were the following:—On the after-
noon of New Year's day the deceascd started from
liis home at Second and Cottage streets to Roaslter's
tavern, at the northwest corner of Front and Tasker
streets, and meeting a lictle child named Freddie
Marks, took him into the tavern, where he placed
him en the countér ta play the drum. The prisoner
and his lrnn:llnmar were in the bar-room, and it
appeared that the Iatter had been rougnly treated
by some rowdy yoong men. The little fellow dropped
one of his drum-sticks upon the foor and the de-
ceased stooped to pick It up, and in dolng 80 hap-
pened to touch old Mr. Stnsman; instantly the
prisoner plunged a knife into the abdomen of the
deceased and ran out,

When the Commonwealth offered to prove the
dying declarations of the deceased, they had shown
only that he had expreased himsell as hopeless of
recovery and had asked for a physiclan, Counsel
for defense made strong objection to the' admissi-
bility of the evidence, ﬁuln{r that this wish for a
physician proved conclusively that the deceased had
not made up his mind that his death was approsoh-
img, but that he still clung to life, and hoped that
the doctor would save him; that though he may at
the tune of making the deciaration have been under
the .'Tpreuemon of speedy death, yet he subse-
quently belleved he could recover, and unless his
apprehension of death was a continuing one his
declaration was not evidence,

The Court sustained the ebjection thms made, and
ruled thut, shough i§ were shown the deceased be-
lieved it probable that his dissolution was near, yet
uniess 1t waa tirst established that he made the de-
claration nmder the firm conviction that death was
imminent, such declaration was not adwmissible,

The Commonwealth suppliéd this defect by
proving that immediately making his state-
ment he had sald he thought every moment wounld
be his last. The evidence was then admip and
the witnesses detalled the declaration con
the facts above given.

offered to make no defense, but to submit W a
verdiet of murder in the second degree, which offer
was accepted by the Distriot auorneg. and was ap-
proved by the Court His Honor Judge Alllson,
under i#' phage of the ocase, o the
jury, who after a short dellberation, rendered a
verdict of gulty of marder in the second degree.

Mr. Sheppard then aadressed the Court, saying

Judge Allison nddressed the prisoner briefly upon
the gravity of his crime and the merciful tarn his
case hed taken, saying that if, upon the (acta fhen
before the Court and jury, & verdict of murder in
the first degree had been rendored, the Court weald
not have felt at liberty Lo icterfere with it

The law had not been strained against him, hut
had spared his |ife, His erime, however, deserved the
fullest extent of puuishment allowed upon the ver-
dict, which the court felt in dm‘y bounda to lmpose,
The sentence wos that he shonld undergo an im.

period of twelve years.
